omethiiig which makes the boboldor turn 
uiulfiiily to sco wiiether tho diamoud i-oally 
hrew a meaning, intelligent look to tho ru. 
)y, or whether that appearance was merely 
"deception of tho eyes. 
We look at Iho 


iiountains and tbo rocks. 
They, like- us, 


iro of yesterday. Hut tbo imperishablo din- 
uond fying there on tho table and sending 
jut a thousand brilliant Hashes in tho uoon- 
lay, may, for auRbt wo know, havo greeted 
ho first ray of glorious sunshine on tbo day 
vbon God said : ''Lot there bo light."

ato. Tbo less fanciful supposition is. tbat 
owels vfcro first found in India, that nioth- 
u- of luxury. 
Plato taught that precious 


itonen woro Irving beings produced by n 
sort of fermentation determined by tbo nc- 
ion of a vivifying spirit descending from 
bj stars.

hrough.tbo ngcs, nnd, in tho sixteenth cen- 
,ury, it was generally supposed tbat prec- 
ious stones lived, suffered and died.

Kiliof was gradually merged in another, 
namely, that angels and demons bad tho 
jower of entering precious stones,, und in 
:his fashion influenced men for weal or 
woe. 


Thoro is no account of how tbe virtues of 


such fitone caruo to bo revealed to men, but 
tho mystic properties ascribed to each wero 
"ixed nt a very enrly day, Tbo Talmud de- 
clares that Noah's nrk was lighted by n bow 
Jullof precious stones. Abraham, it is said, 
woro around bin neck a precious stono 
.vbicb preserved him from 
disease- one 


mrcd sickness, when looked upon. 
When 


ho patriarch died, God placed thia Htono ii 
Jiosun; benco tho Hebrew proverb, "Whei 
;ho Him risos, tho disease will abate." 


For ages,diamonds woro considered pow- 


erful against poisons, plagues, sorcery anc 
ovil Kpirits. They woro also n snro test of 
:onjngal truth. 
Tho mothod was to place n 


diamond beneath tho pillow of tho suspect 
id spouse, and "mutters bo in his unrest n 
mmo ho ctaro not brontbo by day," the sus 
,)icion was considered proved to n certainty. 
A ctirbuuclo or ruby gavo warning of im 
[lending danger by growing dark, rotnrninf 
lo its original hup when tbo danger hat 
inssod. Tho ruby fihortonad tho sleep of j 
;ho wonrer, however, and checked Iho circu- 
lation of tho blood. 
Tho sapphire, it wiw 


jaid, conoiliates tho favor of princes, cc.lms 
Lho fury of enemies, delivers from prisau 
and Hoftciis tlio iro of God. 
Tho tahlcs of 


tbo law were supposed to have boon written 
>n sapphire. 
A sapphire lost its color if 


worn by a drunkard. 
Tho oniorald taught 


tho knowledge of oecrotM, bestowed clo- 
{iionco and increascil wealth. 
It betrayed 


.ncoiiRtnncy by crumbling lo fragments. 
Tho falling of an oniornld from its setting 
was n direful onion. 
When Georgo Til. W«H 


Downed king of England, n largo cmorald 
foil from bis crown, and hohold, America 
was lost during his reign. A lopnx fltrongth- 
onod tlio intellect arul brightonod tho wit. 
Tho amethyst mado tbo woaror intelligent, 
procured tbo favor of grandeca and 
pre- 


sorvod from intompfirftnco. 
Tho turqnoifio 


protected by drawing npon ibtolf tho ovil 
which threalon<vd ii,H woarnr. Thin wn« tbe 
cflflo, however, only whon tho lurquotoo was 
a gift. 


Tlio mystic power of pronioufl Htonca wnfl 


found to be increased l>y engraving certain 
figures or cliarnctorn upon tlm Htono nt tbo 
lirooiHo moment wbon tho conjunction of 
tho hoavnnly bodies wan favorahln to tho 
objeolH in viow. 
Thi» discovery was tho 


bofinninn of tho jowolor'nicl. Tbo oiiRrnv- 
iti|( and noltinjj of procioim Blmien bccaino 


an occupation of honor and importance. 
Tho demand soon oxwodod tho supply of 
precious stones, and then jewels of gold and 
jewels of silver, with either an imitation 
stono or no stono at all, began to bo multi- 
plied.

Possibly 
toman husbands, who found themselves 
loufroutod with tbo nece.ssity of buying ear- 
ings costing a hundred ; limes their weight 
n gold, would havo been very willing to 
lermanenUy discontinue- this badge of sub- 
ection. 


Very fow of tho splendid jewels of tbe 


;olden nge nro now to bo found. 
Tho bnr- 


wriims who sacked JCome carried her golden 
reasures into Gaul, wiiero beauty of work- 
maufihip was not 
appreciated, nnd tho 


rfuhorate work was soon destroyed. From 
Lbo third to the tsixt.h century of our era, all 
orne.ments of gold woro of great weight,but 
very rudely made. 
Tho jewels* of tho early 


Christians, found in tho catucombs of Koine, 
are of tbo rudest description. The Byznu- 
,iuo typo of JL-wolry was tbo next of im- 
>ortBiico, and tbis, iu after years, modified 
jo Italian artists, v/fts established at Venice, 
forming tbe link of transition from ancient 
to modern art, 
Tho development of tbo 


jeweler's art in Europe aud America has 
been of steady growth. 
In tbis country, tho 


introduction of plated jewelry and tbe com- 
paratively recent substitution of power nnd 
machinery fur hand labor, hns swelled tho 
business of manufacturing jowolry to gigan- 
tic proportions.—[['rovidonco Journal.

Iii isiilinn Italian pninlor named Uiohclu 


Folieo Corno found his wn\- to this country 
whom, in coin-so of limn." hn met with -]i 
litllo success in his railing though his name 
docs not appear in Dunlap's '-History of Iho 
Arts iu Aimirii-u" nor in any othi-r lik'u wi rk, 
except tlio Naval Monument." Ho wns not 
»u artist, and made no claim to ilistinotion 
of Unit kiuil. He wns, in fuel, n decorative 
paiuter, but 0110 of moro thnn ordinary upli- 
tuilc, and n man of n good di-nl of intelli- 
gence. Of his early life wo know nothing 
hut what ho hn.-i himself told. 
Jiv birth ho 


wns n Neapolitan, nnd was drafted into the 
iiriny raised to repel the attack of tlio 
French on Naples. 
With but little taste for 


arms, ho yot mado his way to the rank of 
captain; but, dissatisfied with his position 
at homo and disgusted with his enforced 
service, ho lied his country, took ship for 
America ami landc'I in Salem, without 
friends, without resources and ignorant of 
tho language. 
How he employed himself 


iu those early years no one can now sav 
Employment as a fresco painter was out of 
tho question; there was no call thon for tho 
decorative arts and scarcely any for tho lino 
arts. Art was, indeed, at a low obb in 
thoso days, and may bi> said to have just np. 
peaicd in America. 


Corno did no portrait painting, or was 


not enough of a. master of the art (o follow 
it as n profession. 
Ilia own portrait now in 


the liedwood Library, is said to bo by him- 
self, but one has only to compare it with 
some of .his known works to bo convinced 
that ho was not oipial lo such ,1 performance.

His custom was not lo paint directly 
on the wall, hut to cover Iho wholo surface 
with wide strips of wuito paper, joining the 
edges neatly and putting it on like ordinary 
wall paper. On this he first sketched his 
subject in charcoal and • lead-pencil, and 
then washed it in with water colors, using 
in tho foreground opaque colors laid on with 
EIZO, which gave his work more body than 
he could secure in any other way. He had 
for an assistant n Bologneso named llotto- 
niore, lo whom he became attached, and 
with whom ho lived during the remainder 
of his life—"Billy," as tho old man loved 
to call him, eventually inheriting his prop- 
erty. 
Bottomoro was n confectioner and 


not a painter, but under tho instruction of 
Corno ho could wash in certain ports of the 
work, mix tho colors, clean tho brushes and 
make himself generally useful. 
When not 


employed moro profitably Corne filled up 
his leisure moments 
in drawing ships and 


nriuo views, which ho painted with a good 


evening 
he delighted in his garden, and at table he 
enjoyed his forty cent botllo of Catalonia 
his macaroni, and in their season, his favor- 
ito tomatoes. Contonted with these com- 
forts, and smiling to think how many years 
he had drawn his annuity, he quietly passed 
away, respected by all who knew him in the 
homo of his adoption.
